By setti the butt of the gun 
on the floor beside the toy bank, the 
trigger came on a level with the arm 
of the figure cf Uncle Sam, and when 
pressed against it, a slight touch of 
the iron arm would pull the trigger of 
the gun. Standing in a stooping pos- 
ture with his mouth pressed over the’ 
muzzle of the rifle, Ridder was thus 
conveniently able to set the gun off 
and receive the leaden missile in such 
manner as to cause instant death.

him. It needed deep sympathy wi

for himself a new Christianity. He 
has presented this to the world and has 
been received by a good many restiess 
souls as a t prophet, a man with 
a message, as the rediscoverer of the 
true Christian faith.

Possibiy, it was an un- 
warranted liberty, but it was at least 
an honest way of getting rid of dif- 
ficulties. We think that Mr. Crosby

Many contractors revolted against un- 
ion exactions, and, backed by the Cit- 
izens’ Alliance, are carrying on their 
operations with independent work- 
men. All attempts by the unions to 
boycott and ruin independent contrac- 
tors result in giving them increased 
business. One hundred and forty 
skilled- mechanics are now employed 
as independent workmen. There has 
been no trouble to secure first-class
